Comrades; — I congratulate you in having so many representatives

liDillmana and Mississippi, Grand Army of the Republic, and in seeing 

yow in such good health, time seems to have dealt most gently with

I ii presenting to you a report of my stewardship of the position of 
lilijh honor, as Department Commander, to which you elected me a little 
liter one year ago, it will perhaps not be amiss to give a brief history of 
i In o vents as they have happened during our time of office. 

After having been elected, duly installed, and assumed charge of this 
i li |iartment, we found an empty house, and with the exception of $9 41 
| in ueO over by Comrade P. II. Boyle, Assistant Quarter Master General, 
J. | ile ted Treasury; and another party in the field assuming the same 
H his and functions, that we had been elected to, this party under com- 
inn hd of Past Department Commander Jacob Gray, who withheld all books, 

nls, property, etc., belonging to this Department, and at the same 

announcing iu published orders as being the duly elected Commaud- 

As soon as it was known that these usurpers, would not transfer any 
.■I |,| i e books, records or property pertaining to this Department, that was 
III 1 1 u-ir possession, the matter was laid in full before the Commander-iu 
Chief, General Alger, with request that we might be recognized by him as 
l In * lawful, legally elected Officers of this Department, with this appeal 
. sent a copy of the proceedings of the Seventh Encampment. We 
Waited long and anxiously for a decision but none was received until June, 
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and we did not know that cue had been rendered until in the last dayi 
of May, when it came out from the overflow ofipite and malice of thf 
usurpers, that General Alger had made a decision about April 7th, 1800 
recognizing the officers elected and installed at the session held at. Josepl 
A. Mower Post Rooms, as the legal officers of this Department; this decil 
ion had been mailed to me on April 8th, 1890, but the letter never reached 
its destination, a copy of this decision with a letter of instructions to Past 
Department Commander Gray was mailed to Mr. Gray at the same time, 
which he received, as appeared in public print of the daily press, so it is 
fair to infer that my letters had been stolen. Notwithstanding, the re- 
ceipt of the order, Past Department Commander Gray did not obey its 
mandates nor did he make any semblance of a transfer until about June 
18, 1890, when he was peremptorily ordered to do so by Assistant Adjutant 
General, J. T. Sterliug and Judge Advocate General D. R Austin, sent 
from National Headquarters for this purpose, aud then his transfer was 
but a form, a few old records of not much value aud the Charter, comprise 
about all; the valuable letter and order books of the Department, aud 
any record showing transactions during the years of his term of office were 
missing, not so much as a scrap of paper or a memoranda of what had 
been done. This was our birth-right and inheritance, except that with 
this transfer of Gray's came a contingent of some nine Posts said to have 
been organized by him in the last sixty days of bis term of office, said 
Posts containing a following of some 7-17 members, for these we were or- 
dered to pay to National Headquarters a per capita tax. It was found 
upon investigation that Past Department Commander Gray had not alone 
given Charters to the nine Posts mentioned, but had after February nth, 
1890, issued Charters to five other Posts. After a long and careful study 
of the situation with a desire to hold our own eight Posts together, and 
live in peace aud harmony, a petition was made to the National Head- 
quarters, G. A. R. stating that in-so-mnch as Past Department Command- 
er Gray had opened wide the doors of the Order and taken all the colored 
men in, that came along, without any regard to whether the applicant 
was eligible or not., that we be granted a department by ourselves, giving 
as our reasons that the Grand Army of the Republic being in a sense a 
social organization, we did not see.our way clear to mix with the so-called 
Colored Posts; this petition was refused by the Executive Committee of 
the National Council of Administration, from this decision, our Depart- 
ment Council of Administration made a most respectful protest, which 
protest has not yet been acted upon. After having received notice of the 
refusal of our petition, these Posts (1 ami 8.) feeling that they had a just 
right to be considered iu the matter, as to who should be admitted to the 
Order in this Department as their comrades and associates, and after a 
careful and thorough examination of the whole matter, it was found a 
large percentage of the so-called Colored Posts were from various causes 
not eligible to b.ecomc members of this Older; that they are aggressive 
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nil Insolent ha manner; that they have not any idea or conception of

the memory of our departed heroes, 'tis a beautiful service and one 
trust will be long continued in this Department. 

Memoiial Day was observed with increased interest and solemnity!

Brewin, Cnairnian of the Committee on Decoration, deserve special menl 
tion for valuable services, as do all the members of each and every Com- 
mittee, and I hereby tender them tny thanks; to the Ladies Aid Aseocia-j 
tion and Sons of Vet?raus of Benjamin A. Harrison Camp, No. 1, I tended 
my most heartfelt thanks for their valuable assistance and presence. 

The day was observed by Harney Post, No. 2, Vicksburg Post, No.

CHARITY. 
There has been reported as expended for charity by the Posts in thii 
Department about $450 00, this is. however, but a small sum compared 
to the amount aciually given. When we take into consideration the 
small number in our Department with a per capita tax of bur. sixty cents 
per man, per year, from this the actual expenses to he paid that are 
necessary to maintain the Posts, the showing of $450.00 expended is Jarge 
being something like $250.00 more than the m.ximum of the amount due. 
Aside from thia, as before stated, the amouut donated in other ways is 
very great, given in a way that will never be shown to the comrades at 
large. The individual charities have been unceasing, the calls from the 
comrades and old soldiers who have wandered down here and become 
stranded, and in absolute want is great: and I feel that the call upon 
this Department for the relief of the poor and needy from outside De- 
partments is mnch greater than from those of our own, in a way this is 
gratifying; but should demands come much more frequent from comrades 
of our own Departmont, I fear there would be more suffering than we 
could relieve. These Head Quarters have but little, if any funds to de- 
vote to the needy, our expenses have been kept as low as possible, this 
year has been a struggle to get on, as we had to get an entire new outfit 
of books, etc., and this with a small amount of printing has been about 
all that we have been able to do. The only suggestions I have to make 
as lo how we eau increase our funds so that we can have more to expend'' 
are: 1st: To increase our membership, or increase of per capita tax.( 
2nd: For all the Posts in New Orleans to join forces aud hire one house 
for Post rooms, etc., this house to be large enough to have some spare 
rooms in which accomodations could be furnished for those who required 
them, with this small beginning it couid readily lead to greater things,] 
and I lay the matter before you for your consideration.

This chasm is too wide and too dee 
to be bridged in a generation and even if our comrades were willirij 
their utmost exertions would be impotent to till it. The tide runs : 
strong and so deep that no man can stem it. This is but the recognit ioij 
of a fact which confronts us on every side and it would be the height < 
folly to ignore it.

To the Eighth Annual Encampment, of the Department of Louisiana and 

Mississippi, Grand Army of the Republic, 

Comrades : The Council of Administration met at Joseph A, Mower 
Post room February 12, 1390. Action on proceedings of 7 th Annual En- 
campment was postponed until next meeting. 

The following resolution was adopted. "Resolved, that the Assis- 
tant AdjutantGener :lbe iusbructedto deruindof Dr. Edward Henderson, 
late Assistant Adjutant General to turn over 10 him all books, records 
and other property belonging to the Department, of Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi." The meeting adjourned to meet at same place February 17, 
1891. 

February 17. lb'90. The Council met peisuant to adjournment and 
approved th« minutes of the previous meeting. The proceedings of the 
Seventh Annual Encampment were read and approved. The folio ving 
resolution was unanimously adopted, and a copy ordered sent to the Adju- 
tant General of the G. A. R. 

"Resolved. That it is the opinion of the Council of Administration 
of this Department, that on investigation of the organization of the so- 
called Posts of this Department numbered from 9 to 17, will show; that 
very many members thereof are not, and never were eligible to member- 
ship in the G. A. R, and that said so-called Posts were hastily organized 
mainly with a view to control the action of the Department Encamp- 
ment." Beit fnriher resolved: That the National Administration be 
n quested not lo give recoguition to the so-called officers of the Depart- 
ment of Louisiana md Mississippi, of which Jacob Gray claims to be the 
Commander, until a full and thorough investigation be made into the 
manner of their elecrion." It was farther resolved, that the Department 
Commander be requested to send Comrade York A. Woodward to the 
Commander-in-Chief General Alger, with a fall explanation of the situa- 
tion in this Department. The Council then adjourned subject to call- 
June 23, 1890, in accordance with order of the'^Department Com- 
mander the Council again met at Mower Posb room and adopted the fol- 
io wing resolution:

Therefore, Be ib resolved: That this Council of Administration of 
the Department of Louisiana and Mississippi, do enter our most solemn 
und earnest protest against the ruling and decision of the Executive 
Committee of the National Council of Administration, G. A. R. in refus- 
ing to grant the request made by the Posts from 1 to 8 inclusive of this 
Department to be made a separate Department, for the following reasons: 

That in the event that this decision of the Executive Committee of 
i lm National Council of Administration be sustained it will be the means 
ut entirely wiping out the white Posts of this Department or "depleting 
l hem so that their efficiency will be lost. That it is a well known fact 
that the G. A. R. Posts, from 9 to 17 inclusive, in this Department were 
granted Charters in a spirit of revenge by the then Department Com- 
mander, Jacob Gray, who openly boasted, '"that as be could not have the 
(1, A. R. participate with him iu the funeral ceremonies of the late Jefter- 
ni)n Davis, that hereafter he would foroe them to march with, and be 
commanded by negroes." That this decision, if sustained, will break up 
(he organization that has been in existence the past seventeen years, an 
nut-post, as it were of the G. A. R., on account of our far away and 
iHolated location, an organization composed of Comrades from almost 
Bvery State in the Union, who in years past made their homes in the 
"Bunny South," formed social ties and associations which of necessity 
took years to cement — Comrades who haive all "worn the badge with hon- 
or to themselves and credit to the Grand Army, and who are honored by 
nil true soldiers. . Therefore it can easily be understood how humiliating 

1 1 is now to be obliged to surrender these grand privileges, after all these 
many years of struggle and labor in maintaining a Department, overcom- 
ing obstacles and prejudices which no other Department of the G. A. R. 
bus been subjected to. We therefore, most earnestly pray, that for the 
Kood of the order, and for the maintenance of these Eight Posts, that our 
request for a Separate Department may be granted. The Council then 
ml jour ned subject to call. • 
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January 10, 1891. Pursuant to orders of the Department Commander, 
the Council met for the purpose of taking into lurther consideration the, 
interest of the Dopartineut, and several eoggestions of the Commander-in- 
Chief, and the Inspector General of tbe G. A, P. communicated through 
the Department Commander. The Conncil resolved to call a muss meet- 
ing o1 the Comrades of the Department to meet General Burst, on Tues- 
day evening January 13, 1B91. After deciding to change the date of the 
meeting of the Eighth Department Encampment, from the second Mod- j 
day, to tbe third Monday iu February. The Conncil adjourned to meet 
January 17, 1891. 

January 17, 1891. Tin Council met pursuant to adjournment. There j 
being no quorum present, it adjourned subject to call. 

January 20, 1891. In obedience to Special] Order No. 16 dated:' 
Department Headqnartfr,-*, January 18, the Council of Ad minis 4 rat ion 
met at Department Headquarters. The proceedings of former meeting 
■were approved. The Department Commander then made a full and clear 
statement, regarding the examination and inspection: made by Gsneral 
Burst, Inspector General of the G. A. R. After which each member of 
the Council gave his views regarding future action of the Department, 
when the following resolutions were presented and passed: 

"Whereas; The events of the past year, prove conclusively, and to^j 
Ihe satisfaction of the Council of Administration, that it is impossible 
there can be any affiliation between the Posts or Comrades of this De- j 
partnieut, and the so-called Colored Posts organized by Past Department 
Commander Jacob Grey, and, Whereas: Tbe organization of these 
Post?, and tbe forcing of them on this Department has greatly demoraliz- 
ed the Comrades of the old Posts, and caused a loss of membership.] 
Therefore, 

Be it Resolved: That all moneys received from said Colored PostH, 
by tbe Direction of General Alger, Past Commauder-ir-Chief of the 
G. A. R., be returned to them, lees the per capita tax forwarded to Na- 
tional Headquarters, and that this Council of Administration direct that 
tbe Slid Posts be notified to send tbeir future returns direct to National 
Headquarters, Grand Army of the Republic, ana farther— that this Coun- 
cil of Administration, believing that the said Colored Posts were illegally 
organized, they will not be further recognized, or considered in anyway 
part of this Department. 

Resolved: That the Department Encampment shall be called as per 
a former resolution on the 16th day of February, 1891, and shall consist 
only of the elected delegates and the members of the Encampment, from 
Posts No. 1 to 8 inclusive. 

The Council then adjourned to meet at rooms of Mower Post, No. 
on February 14, 1891.

It has become the painful duty of the Department Commander (o 
announce to -the Grand Army of the Republic the death of a Comrade, 
Henry Shorten, Senior Vice-Commander, Department Louisiana and 
Mississippi, who'died at his home in Baton Rouge, La., yesterday. 

Comrade Henry Shorten enlisted as a private soldier in Company ct C," 
Second U. S. Cavalry, in June, 1857. and was honorably discharged upon 
expiration of term of enlistment, at Corinth, Mississippi, in June, 1862. 
He was present aud participated in the engagements of Fort Henry, Fort 
Donaldson, aud the battle of Shiloh, serving under General Lew Wallace; 
after having been, discharged from the Army he served in the Quarter- 
master's Department. In 1872 he was elected Mayor of the City of Baton 
Itouge, La., and was appointed to fill the office for a second term by Gov- 
ernor H. C. Warmoth. He was an active and zealous worker for the 
Grand Army of the Republic, was among the first to organize Harney 
Tost No; 3 in 1883, aud was Commander of that Post for some time; in 
1885 he was elected Junior Vice-Commander of this Department, and in 
1889 and 1890 he was elected Senior Vice-Commander. He had attended 
every session of the National Encampment since 1883 

The loss of such an estimable, true man, and Comrade cannot but be 
deeply regreted by the Grand Army of the Republic; his interest in its 
welfare, always active, remained to the end unabated. He possessed in 
an eminent degree that correct feeling of Comradeship necessary to pre- 
serve and strengthen those hind and fraternal feelings which bind 
together those who united to suppress the late rebellion, and to perpetu- 
ate the memory and history of the dead; to assist, when necessary, our for- 
mer comrades in arms, and extend aid to thewidows and orphans of those 
who have fallen; his precept and example exerted an influence which was 
highly beneficial to the order.
